REDUCING COSTS. 


With current talk in business cir- 
cles on the change from a sellers’ to 
a buyers’ market, those nurserymen 
who look on price cutting as a means 
of meeting competition begin to 
sharpen their pencils. But this in it- 
self will not solve a marketing prob- 
lem, if there is one. It never has 
done so, and it certainly will not in 
the face of higher costs. 

Overpriced merchandise, of course, 
must come down, and quotations 
that have been sent skyward by a 
strong demand and limited supply 
will be revised as the conditions 
change. 

But the general run of nursery 
stock is like any other type of mer- 
chandise—it must be sold at a figure 
above the cost of producing and 
handling in order to yield sufficient 
margin to keep the nurseryman in 
business. 

The first means of meeting the 
situation is improved selling, and 
there is plenty of room for that in 
whatever direction one looks. If the 
public can be made to desire an item, 
an adequate price will be paid. 

Some steps are possible in reducing 
costs, and some nurserymen have 
given them thought already and a 
few are acting. Laborsaving equip- 
ment is first on the list. Efficient op- 
erations, through better system and 
more careful planning, is likewise 
possible. 

Possibly the greatest saving to be 
made in every field of operation is in 
the increased productivity of labor. 
When everyone had a job and wages 
were high, output was low. A change 
is in progress already. Anyone 
whose business career carried 
through the boom after the earlier 
world war and through the subse- 
quent depression recalls that follow- 
ing the latter period one person did 
nearly the work of two in the former 
period, and on a conservative basis 
two persons did the work formerly 
accomplished by three. The attitude 
of the worker is most important in 
this connection, and aside from those 
individuals who are conscientious 
whatever the circumstances, the hu- 
man reaction is only controlled by 
the circumstances of the individual. 
Let the will to work return, so that 
eight hours’ work is done for eight 
hours’ pay, and much will be accom- 
plished in reducing costs. 
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To this end, the employer needs to 
select his personnel and perhaps to 
do some weeding at the present time. 
Further than that, he should consider 
the up-to-date factors in good labor 
relations, so that there shall be in- 
ducement for loyal and _ faithful 
service. When everyone in a busi- 
ness organization feels that it is to 
his or her interest to accomplish the 
utmost, costs will be at a minimum 
and everyone will reap the benefit 
alike, the employee in the mainte- 
nance of good wages, the employer in 
continuing profits and the public in 
reduced costs. 





PROMPT SERVICE. 


Not long ago a man who had spent 
a number of years in the office of a 
large nursery firm purchased a small 
landscape business to operate for 
himself. The promptness he had prac- 
ticed in the office he decided to ap- 
ply to his new home planting busi- 
ness. 

When he received an inquiry from 
a homeowner about a planting job, 
he called promptly, the same day if 
at all possible, to determine what was 
wanted and usually to book the 
order. This quick response never 
failed to impress the prospects upon 
whom he called. 

Most of his jobs were planting 
shrubs or evergreens, and he did no 
construction work. Most of them 
were on small homes. So he decided 
to plan his operations so that any 
job would be completed the same day 
it was started. To accomplish this the 
size of his crew was increased when 
necessary. 

Early in the morning his crew 
would appear with the stock to be 
planted, probably about the time the 
man of the house left for work. By 
the time he returned in the evening, 
the planting was all in and the 
premises were cleaned up. 

Not infrequently a telephone call 
was the immediate expression of the 
customer's pleasure at such prompt- 
ness. The contrast was striking, the 
homeowner would remark, when 
other jobs about the house were de- 
layed because a workman did a little 
one day, promised to come back the 
next, but failed to complete the 
work for weeks. 

Not the least result of the nurs- 
eryman’s promptness in handling or- 
ders was the promptness with which 
customers paid their bills for the 
jobs. He is convinced that this type 
of service adds not only to his pres- 


tige in the community, but also to 
his profits. 





TOPICS IN VARIETY. 


Few issues of the American Nurs 
eryman in the course of the year fur- 
nish readers with information and 
discussion on so wide a variety of 
topics as the current numbers. In the 
reports of the various midwinter 
meetings of state nurserymen’s asso- 
ciations, and in the accounts of the 
short courses held at this season. 
many topics are touched upon, some 
briefly and others at length. The new 
data presented from recent research 
are of definite value in nurserymen’s 
operations. The discussions by nurs- 
erymen touch on various phases of 
the industry's activities and problems. 

Hence the reports which fill these 
issues, besides containing the local 
news of the respective organizations. 
have interest to others who would be 
posted on the field at large. Indeed, 
the reported talks and discussions af- 
ford an opportunity for readers to 
gain a panoramic view of the nursery 
industry the country over. Diligent 
scrutiny of the reports of meetings in 
far states as well as those near at 
hand will be well repaid. 





ILLINOIS DATES SET. 


At a meeting of the board of direc- 
tors of the Illinois State Nursery- 
men’s Association, following the con- 
vention last month, the dates for the 
next annual meeting were set for 
January 13 to 15, 1948. 

The meeting place again will be the 
Hotel La Salle, which is expected to 
be ready for occupancy again this 
spring, after remodeling to repair the 
ravages of the fire several months 
ago. 

WHAT was a heavy snowstorm in 
northern Illinois January 29 was 
heavy sleet at Princeton, Ill., tearing 
down electric power and telephone 
lines. Miles W. Bryant reported that 
both services would be out at Bry- 
ant’s Nurseries for two weeks, 
though they were restored earlier at 
his home. 


THE Cornell Plantations, a quar- 
terly publication of Cornell Univer- 
sity, Ithaca, N. Y., regularly contains 
interesting and much unusual mate- 
rial in its few pages.

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Michigan’s Silver Anniversary 


Heavy sleet and snowstorms failed 
to prevent more than 200 Michigan 
nurserymen and guests from holding 
a gala celebration of the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the founding of the 
Michigan Association of Nursery- 
men, January 29 to 31, at Grand 
Rapids. Scene of the convention was 
the Pantlind hotel, where thirteen 
Michigan nurserymen had held the 
charter meeting December 7, 1922. 
Festivities began Wednesday eve- 
ning, January 29, with a get-together 
party in the Schubert room, complete 
with music, refreshments and enter- 
tainment. 

Elected to head the association 
during its anniversary year were 
Clifford Emlong, of Emlong Nurs- 
eries, Stevensville, president, and 
R. W. Essig, of Pontiac Nursery Co., 
Romeo, vice-president, both serving 
their second terms in these offices. 
Bernard Ward, Ward's Flower 
Ranch, Lansing, was elected secre- 
tary to succeed Harold Hunziker, 
who is retiring from that office after 
long service. New executive commit- 
tee members, for two years, are 
A. W. Krieger, Harold Hunziker and 
John B. Light. 

The meeting was called to order 
Thursday morning by President Em- 
long in the Furniture Club room, 
which was decorated handsomely 
with silvered evergreens and palms. 
In his presidential address, Mr. Em- 
long remarked on the association's 
busy year, the fine cooperation of 
officers and members and particularly 
on the establishment of the success- 
ful cooperative nursery training 
course at Michigan State College,

which has attracted so many appli- 
cants that it has been necessary to 
form a committee to select students. 

Frank Whitwam, of the Grand 
Rapids convention bureau, extended 
the city’s greetings and also an invi 
tation to the nurserymen and their 
wives to visit the exhibits of furni- 
ture, for which Grand Rapids is fa- 
mous. 

The report of Secretary-treasurer 
Harold Hunziker showed the associa- 
tion to be in good financial condition, 
with a balance on hand of $530.70 
and war bonds currently valued at 
$925.20, making a total net value of 
$1,455.90. 


College Nursery Course. 


Several students who are enrolled 
in the nursery training course at 
Michigan State College were intro- 
duced by F. L. O'Rourke, director of 
the college program. They described 
their own experiences in the course 
and related their previous experiences 
in the nursery profession. The 2-year 
cooperative course was described by 
Al Turnquist, student from Grand 
Rapids, who explained that half of 
each year is spent in theoretical study 
at the college and the other half at 
nurseries in practical work. The stu- 
dents may specialize in any branch of 
the nursery business they prefer, 
such as propagation, management, 
landscaping, etc., and select whatever 
courses they desire. A landscape 
course, such as that being taken by 
Mr. Turnquist, would be comprised 
of first-year study of subjects such as 
plant materials, landscape drafting, 
cultural plant materials and plant 
ecology. The second year would be 
devoted to subjects including ento 
mology, pathology and spraying. 
There are, of course, some required 
courses, one of them being the study 
of spoken and written English, which 
the college feels is an essential for 
any student. 

Elmer Theidel, son of Richard P. 
Theidel, Hinsdale Nurseries, Hins- 
dale, Ill., described some of the labor- 
saving devices in use at his father’s 
nursery. One of these is a 20-inch 
hydraulically operated and belt-driv- 
en auger for drilling 2 to 3-foot holes, 
which is mounted on the front of a 
tractor. Only one man is required 
to operate the device, with which 100 
holes can be dug in half an hour. 
When the blade hits an object, such 
as a rock, the belt slips, so that the 
blade is not broken. An underplow 
attached to the front of a tractor to 
grub out small trees or shrubs elimi- 


nates the use of spades. As the stock 
is grubbed up, a man need only pull 
it from in front of the plow and set it 
at the side as the underplow travels 
along the row. For quick cracking of 
hardened or frozen ground, Hinsdale 
Nurseries have replaced the old peg 
and-hammer method with an_air- 
compressor hammer. It is attached to 
an old Ford motor, with two of the 
cylinders operating the air compres 
sor. 

Harry Brumpton, a student from 
Canada, who had previously been 
employed by the Sheridan Nurseries, 
Toronto, Ont., described the irrigat- 
ing reservoir occupying nearly an 
acre of ground which had been built 
for irrigation purposes at the nurs- 
ery. The Sheridan Nurseries have 
more than 400 acres. He said that 
the nursery provided housing for its 
employees, having bunkhouses and a 
cook for the single men and some 
small houses for married employees 

Tom Kennedy, first president of 
the Nursery Club, which has been 
organized by the students in the 
course, related his findings on ethics 
and standards in the nursery busi 
ness. Barney Gleason told of the 
beach plum, which he had become 
interested in while serving in the 
army on Cape Cod, and thought it 
might prove a dual-purpose shrub for 
Michigan, also. Al Gorlitz described 
tin-can planting and thought it might 
bear looking into for Michigan nurs 
erymen.

of horticulture, Michigan State Col- 
lege,.and president of the American 
Society of Horticultural Science. His 
subject was “Toward a Greater Use 
of Dwarf Fruit Trees.” 

Dwarf fruit trees have been of in- 
terest to the world for hundreds of 
years. Even Alexander the Great 
found them interesting and sent 
them home from his conquests. In 
Europe the dwarf fruit tree is com- 
mon not only as an ornamental tree 
for the garden but for commercial 
fruit production as well. In this 
country it is still rather new. 


It is the rootstock that causes the 
dwarfness of the tree, and a com- 
paratively new series of rootstocks is 
now available. These are known as 
the Malling rootstocks. They are so 
named because they were selected at 
the East Malling experiment station, 
East Malling, Kent, England. Some 
years ago Dr. R. G. Hatton, director 
of the East Malling experiment sta- 
tion, gathered these rootstocks from 
all over the world, principally from 
the Continent and England, for use 
as dwarfing stocks. Sixteen of these 
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were selected for use as standard 
types. They are sometimes referred 
to as English rootstocks, but this is 
a misnomer, since the stocks did not 
originate in England. The sixteen 
selections, for the apple, are desig- 
nated by Roman numerals, the prefix 
Malling now being used further to 
identify them. These rootstocks are 
relatively new to American horticul- 
ture, although they have been used 
in Europe for some years. They were 
introduced from England in 1928 to 
the New York experiment station at 
Geneva. At the present time there 
are few sources of this stock, and 
supply is extremely limited. A short- 
age is reported even at the East 
Malling experiment station. 

Dr. Tukey said that Malling root- 
stocks do not represent the final word 
in rootstocks, but they are the best 
available now. He suggested that the 
nurseryman keep on the lookout for 
improved rootstocks for dwarf fruit 
trees. 

The Malling rootstocks are not 
propagated from seeds, as are the 
other rootstocks usually used for 
dwarfing purposes in American nurs- 
eries, but by layers. Dr. Tukey 
showed slides illustrating the stool 
blocks, or stool beds, which are plant- 
ed in rows, with valleys between the 
mounded rows. The mother planta- 
tion is well underground. When the 
mound is pulled down in the fall, the 
roots are found with shoots suckered 
from them. They are cut from the 
mother plants to make separate plants 
and are graded as to degree of root- 
ing. This type of planting has 
proved most. successful in western 
New York. 

The dwarf tree should be planted 
so that the union is just at or slightly 
above the ground; planting the tree 
so that the union is below ground 
level may result in the loss of dwarf- 
ing effect. Dr. Tukey pointed out 
that very dwarf trees need to be 
braced or staked, since the trees are 
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shallow-rooted and the roots are brit- 
tle. Heading the tree low at planting 
time, about twelve inches from the 
ground, is advisable. 

The English orchardists are fond 
of the dwarf fruit tree because it is 
considerably easier to take care of, 
and all work can be done from the 
ground. Where some of the trees 
were somewhat taller than man size, 
Dr. Tukey said he had seen men on 
stilts doing the picking and spray- 
ing in England. Both costs of labor 
and equipment are ‘reduced. 

The fruits are of first quality and 
are not dwarf. In fact, most of the 
fruits are quite large. If a tree is heav- 
ily laden with fruits, they are of uni- 
form size, and if the tree is lightly 
laden, the fruits are not only of uni- 
form size but they are considerably 
larger. Dr. Tukey showed slides of 
l-year trees in bloom and of 2-year 
trees bearing fruit. Almost all of the 
dwarf fruit trees from Malling root- 
stocks bloom and bear in the third 
year. 

Dr. Tukey distributed a list of the 
Malling apple rootstocks, which in- 
cluded information as to the origin of

Committee Reports. 


Among the more interesting com- 
mittee reports were the following: 

L. C. Schubert, chairman of the 
4-H Club G. I. (grounds improve- 
ment) committee, stated: “Fifty-six 
G. I. judges in seven New Jersey 
counties were awarded N. J. A. N. 
badges. Each first received training 
in the use of score cards, as did some 
600 other 4-H Club members. Once 
in July and again in August, each 
judge scored the member projects in 
their clubs in a manner approved by 
the local 4-H Club leader.” 

Prof. R. B. Farnham, of the Rut- 
gers staff, in direct charge of this 
program, reported “real progress in 
stimulating local leadership for 
grounds improvement in_ the 
N. J. A. N.-sponsored project.” He 
pointed out that, whereas in previous 
years a N. J. A. N.-sponsored project 
resulted in the recognition of only 
two outstanding 4-H Club members, 
the present project has made possible 
the recognition of over sixty mem- 
bers. 

N. J. A. N. members present were 
so impressed with the progress made 
that they voted to empower the ex- 
ecutive committee to donate up to 
$100 toward the continuation of the 
project. 

Otto Bergman, Paramus, chair- 
man of the membership committee, 
reported that ten new members had 
been admitted to the association dur- 
ing the past year. 


For Better Planting. 


George Jennings, chairman of the 
committee to set up standards for 
better landscape planting for the

home costing less than $15,000, re- 
ported as follows: 

“We think our committee has 
completed its assignment in that it 
has studied and analyzed the problem 
and has offered specific recommenda- 
tions for better planting. 

“We think our recommendations 
have been conclusive enough to war- 
rant N. J. A. N. carrying out the 
recommendations. 

“First, to encourage and support 
the landscape men who are prepared 
to do better planting and to supply 
an increasing number of creditable

examples of better planting for the 
home costing less than $15,000. 

“Second, to devise ways and 
means of getting into the hands of 
the small percentage of homeowners 
or prospective homeowners who are 
ready for better planting the infor- 
mation they need on how to proceed 
and who can supply services. 

“To this end we think the present 
committee should be discharged and 
a special action committee appointed 
with power and funds to carry out 
the recommendations of our commit- 
tee.” 

Mr. Jennings’ report was accepted 
with thanks, but the members insist- 
ed that he continue as chairman. 
The executive committee was re- 
quested to delegate power and funds 
to Mr. Jennings’ committee. 

An illustrated lecture on good and 
bad examples of landscaping indus- 
trial sites was ably presented by Fred 
Osman, former N. J. A. N. member 


and now county agricultural agent 
of Union county. 

C. R. Jacobus, former N. J. A. N. 
president, who was just appointed a 
member of the New Jersey board of 
agriculture, spoke briefly. “I hope I 
can represent the New Jersey nurs- 
ery industry on this important board 
as ably as my predecessor, Charles 
Hess,” he said. 


Educational Meeting. 


One of the highlights of the 
day’s meeting was the presentation 
of a citation of merit to A. A. N. 
Secretary R. P. White. Col. Edward 
Philips, Andover, made the presenta- 
tion, and P. P. Pirone received it for 
Dr. White, who could not attend. 
The citation, hand-embossed on fine 
paper, referred to the twenty years’ 
service he had rendered to the indus- 
try since his career began in 1927 at 
the New Jersey agricultural experi- 
ment station. 

A special treat, following lunch- 
eon, was an address by Trenton 
District Court Judge Mario Volpe, 
who described his experiences in 
working behind enemy lines as a 
member of the Office of Strategic 
Services. Judge Volpe’s address was 
both humorous and serious. He gave 
the members an entirely new slant 
on the international bickering de- 
scribed daily in our newspapers. 


A talk on landscaping industrial 
sites, from the point of view of the 
industrialist, was given by F. Nason 
Manley, director of construction for 
Johnson & Johnson. He has had 
wide experience in the field, and the 
factories built and landscaped under 
his direction have set a new high for 
beauty and utility. Mr. Manley’s 
talk will be published in full in a later 
issue of the American Nurseryman. 


Prof. Raymond Korbobo, succes- 
sor to Ben Blackburn on the Rutgers 
staff, displayed his landscape plans 
to be followed in beautifying “The 
Farm House,” a building directly op- 
posite the state capitol, recently 
purchased as the headquarters of the 
New Jersey Farm Bureau. 


The principal address of the 
meeting was delivered by J. K. Hor- 
ner, dean of the faculty, Babson In- 
stitute of Business Administration.

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Prize Designs of Small Home Grounds 


Reproduced on the following 
pages are the prize-winning land- 
scape plans for the colonial and Cape 
Cod home grounds in zone 3, in 
which the largest number of entries 
were made in the regional competi- 
tion for designs of small home 
grounds sponsored by the American 
Nurseryman and the National Land- 
scape Nurserymen’s Association. 
Julian E. Schmitz, Watertown, 


Conn., designer of the colonial home 
planting. and Joseph E. Noonan, Jr., 
and Robert A. Gilbert, Lynbrook, 
L. I., N. Y., who designed the land- 
scape setting for the Cape Cod home, 
have prepared explanatory and inter- 
pretative comments of their plans. 

Because of the large number of en- 
tries in zone 3, an area of moderate 
climate and varied plant materials in 
the central part of the country, extra 


time and consideration were required 
for the selection of this region’s prize- 
winners, which included, in addition 
to those presented in this issue, the 
landscape design for the modern 
home by James A. Maschmeyer and 
Marvin J. Bareither, Indianapolis, 
Ind., and that for the ranch style 
home by M. Vaughn Woodard, Neo- 
sho, Mo., which will appear in a sub- 





sequent issue. 


CAPE CODE HOUSE, ZONE 3. BY J. E. NOONAN, JR., AND R. A. GILBERT, LYNBROOK, L. L, N. Y. 





It was considered desirable for the purpose of this 
design problem to include as many as possible of the 
landscape features most requested by the average home 
owner. Such a plan can always be simplified, or com- 
pleted over a period of time. 

The first step was to locate the primary units—house. 
garage, drive, service yard, vegetable garden, front yard 
and back yard or garden. Despite the rear access to an 
alley, it was decided to set the house back only the nor- 
mal distance from the sidewalk. This location, the ab- 
sence of a front driveway, careful foundation planting, 
flagstone walk and open lawn combine to set off the 
pleasing Cape Cod architecture to best advantage, as 
viewed from the street. The importance of this is demon- 
strated by the fact that the homeowner's principal mo 
tive for landscaping is frequently his pride in the appear- 
ance of his house. 

The service yard is located directly behind the kitchen. 
fenced in completely and screened from the garden with 
planting on two sides. Here the small child can play in 
safety while visible from the kitchen window. The many 
daily steps to the clothesline are cut down as far as pos 
sible, yet the drying clothes cannot be seen from the 
garden. 

The vegetable garden is placed out of sight to the 
rear of the lot, fenced along the alley and screened from 
the garden by a tall, clipped hemlock hedge. The drive- 
way provides it with a service entrance from garage or 
kitchen, but it may also be reached for convenience from 
the garden. 

The remaining space is devoted to the garden itself, 
unmarred by any of the necessary service evils. The door 
from the living room opens to an informal, shaded area. 
To the left is a vine-covered fence. On the right a shrub 
mass serves as a background for a bird bath (winter feed- 
ing station) set just at the edge of the lawn. This spot is 
naturalistic in character and could well include a wild 
flower planting. A curved walk of flagstone set in grass 
leads into the main garden, framed by the flowering crab 
and dogwood, and visible through an opening in the 
shrubbery. 

Although the main garden is formal in plan, on the 
ground this would be translated into a feeling of order- 
liness. In order to avoid a nondescript character, it is 
particularly important in the small garden to have some 
central planting or architecture feature. Here the main 
axis is terminated by a pergola, planted with wistaria 
and set off by the dark green hemlock background. The 
garden furniture is arranged beneath the pergola on a 
flagstone terrace. A step away is an outdoor fireplace 
partially hidden by shrubbery. 


Directly in front of the pergola stands a silver globe 
(or sundial) on a concrete pedestal, surrounded by sym- 
metrical rose beds cut neatly out of the turf. The minor 
axis through the rose bed is terminated by a low concrete 
garden seat placed in front of the flower border. Through 
the trellis on the left, this axis is ended by a decorative, 
old-fashioned lamppost. The lamp is wired to the house 
and serves to light the driveway at night. 

Once the primary units and architectural features have 
been located, the remainining design is accomplished with 
planting. The suggested foundation planting follows 
two basic rules. It-is low-growing, remaining in scale, 
and it provides year-around attractiveness. Region 3 per- 
mits the use of many pleasing broad-leaved evergreens, 
which are shown here in combination with the yews. 
The main vertical accent is at the entrance, with slightly 
lesser accents at the corners of the house. In between, 
the planting is low. Unless no foundation walls are visi- 
ble, and frequently even then, it is difficult to carry the 
lawn directly up to the house in a satisfactory manner. 
In the shady corner between garage and house pachysan- 
dra is used for ground cover and a wintercreeper vine 
on the wall. The shrubbery and white birch along the 
left boundary line are balanced by the hemlock and 
mountain laurel to the right. Color is derived from bloom 
on azalea, rhododendron, mountain laurel and androme- 
da, and from fruits on the wintercreeper, yew and fire- 
thorn. 

The five trees chosen for the plan are all fairly small 
at maturity and will not grow out of scale with the rest 
of the planting. Three are particularly showy when in 
bloom. Street tree planting is advocated, but was not 
considered as part of the design problem. The decidu 
ous shrubs are all old favorites. reliable species noted for 
bloom, fruiting or fall color effects. As much variety as 
possible was planned, while including several small 
groups of the same plant. The shrubbery border on the 
left property line is located so as to screen the garden 
from view in that direction. For planting beneath the 
trees, shrubs were used which would not only tolerate 
the shade, but thrive and bloom. Along the south wall 
of the house are climbing roses. The north side of the 
garage is covered with Boston ivy. The flower borders 
are made up of annuals and perennials. It should be 
emphasized that considerable leeway in the choice of any 
of the plant material is possible, and within reason the 
personal preferences of the individual homeowner may 
dictate. 

The orientation of the house and lot is such as to give 
maximum sunlight to the living room, flower beds and 
vegetable garden, while the garage wall faces to the

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COLONIAL HOUSE, ZONE 3. 


The plan shown here was prepared to landscape a 
piece of property 50x150 feet, in an average residential 
neighborhood. The contour of the lot is uniformly level, 
with a slight slope to the front. Upon this lot the owners, 
a middle-aged couple, have decided to erect a house of 
colonial architecture, with a garage detached from the 
house. While this landscape plan is directly related to 
and for the style of this particular house, it (the land- 
scape plan) may, in part, be applicable to any other house 
or lot of similar character. 

Dignity and a feeling of gracious living exemplify a 
house of this style. Its simplicity and sense of balance 
must dictate the development around it, and with these 
requirements in mind the landscape designer must care- 
fully approach his design. This feeling of balance is 
extended to the grounds by placing the entrance walk 
directly in line with the entrance door. Native flagstone, 
of gray tones, laid at random patterns, approximately 
three and one-half feet wide, make an attractive walk. 
It is better to place the stones close together to elimi- 
nate wide joints that discourage the growth of grass. The 
uneven grass ridges make uneasy walking. Border plant- 
ings along the front lawn are uniform, as evidenced by 
the use of Regel privet. This is allowed to grow natu- 
rally, sheared only to remove uneven growths. A sugar 
maple gracefully interrupts this symmetry, and it pre- 
sents the house in better perspective. A magnolia tree, 
being of smaller proportions, is planted near the sidewalk, 
and it completes the picture. 

The ready mixed bituminous materials, properly ap- 
plied, make a serviceable driveway during all seasons 
of the year. 

The planting along the front of the house has been 
selected from a list of desirable plants. Hatfield yews, 
simulating boxwood, frame the entrance, and these are 
accompanied by mountain laurel, drooping leucothoe, 
Japanese andromeda and big-leaf wintercreeper. Height. 
at the corners of the building, is maintained by planting 
a flowering dogwood and Euonymus alatus. These will 
enhance the groupings during the fall and winter months. 

Considerable thought was given to the planning of the 
various units which we shall combine and call the service 
area. This is an important part of any grounds layout, 
and as much as everyone would like to have his rear 
yard a complete entertaining unit, it is worth-while to 
consider the necessity. of having a place where the less 
attractive functions of maintaining a grounds may be em- 
ployed. This will be the workshop and the storage room, 
or call it what you may. This area should include a dry- 
ing yard, and if the laundry is otherwise provided for, 
the space is well employed for other uses. The incinerator 
is located here away from the house. The ever-present 
unsightly incinerator half spilling out loose papers and 
ashes is no compliment to any driveway. A compost heap, 
whether an excavated pit or a boxed-in construction, 
will prove a convenient place to put grass clippings, 
leaves or general garden refuse. This will serve its pur- 
pose again when a mulch is needed for enriching shrub 
borders. At the far corner of the property a vegetable 
patch is designated, or it may be used for growing spe- 
cial flowers or for a cutting garden. 

A wide board fence, painted white, five feet high, runs 
along the property line, giving privacy and additional 
space upon which grapes or espalier fruit trees may be 
trained. The service area is separated from the garden 
by plantings of shrubs and evergreens, as well as by a 
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neat picket fence. The intrusion of this white fence, 
with a birdhouse raised on the end post, adds an archi- 
tectural note to the garden scene. A walk, preferably 
brick, leads from the house to the service area through 
neatly kept flower borders and a small herb garden near 
the kitchen door. Flower beds should be visible from 
the house, where the owner may sit and enjoy the beau- 
ties of gay nodding flower masses. 

Wooden trellises, supporting favorite climbing roses, 
are erected on each side of the driveway, near the garage. 

The inspiring note of the design is the harmonious 
blending of several features to make the garden area or 
the outdoor living room. Dominating the scene is the 
unbroken lawn area, made interesting by the play of 
ever-changing shadows upon its surface. This pattern 
of light and dark is made possible by the pin oak near 
the porch. Adequate framing is secured with a shrub 
border and flower beds. The selection of shrubs on the 
property line will make a good screen of year-around 
interest. A bird bath is always an interesting feature in a 
garden, and this one has been placed in a bay of shrubs 
that constitutes the screen hedge in front of the service 
area. Tall, dark arborvitae enrich the background. The 
flagstone terrace completes the garden scene, terminated 
by a small pool upon which a frog is splashing a spray 
of water. This terrace and pool need not be elaborate 
embellishments. They are raised one step above the lawn 
level, but if the contour of the lot should fall away from 
the rear of the house, the terrace may be built a step or 
two below the lawn. Rectangular flagstone, in simple 
patterns, should be laid upon a firm base of tamped sand 
or cinders, with tight joints. Brick, with flagstone cop- 
ings, constitutes the construction material of the pool, 
and the concrete in the pool should be concealed by 
proper construction and overhang of the rim. Many 
pleasant hours may be enjoyed on this terrace. 

Planting around the terrace provides privacy and in- 
terest. A white pine hedge, sheared to definite dimen- 
sions, is planted along the entire rear property line. Other 
evergreens of varying textures and values make up the 
foreground and side plantings. Interest in a landscape 
setting, whether it be the group plantings around the 
doorway or the border plantings along garden areas, 
depends upon harmonious placing of the individual 
plants and trees. Enthusiasm for an overindulgence in 
variety must be held in check. The planting of the Regel 
privet hedge along the side property lines exemplifies 
this discussion. This plant, with its arching habit, good 
foliage and attractive stem structure, answers the need 
for such a situation. A variety of leggy plants spotted 
along the same line would not be able to give the same 
neatness of effect. 

Tradition has prescribed certain fundamentals for our 
home grounds, which the designer has tried to incor- 
porate into the plan. These fundamentals are features 
that lend an atmosphere of attractiveness, repose and 
charm, and yet underlying them all is the measure of prac- 
ticability and usefulness. This plan is but one approach 
to a satisfactory landscape development, and its com- 
pleteness must be furnished by the personality of the 
individuals who make it their home. Our garden must 
not become merely a collection of plants. It must evolve 
as a creation—an artistic creation that follows through 
with each season into a changing picture of beauty and 


satisfaction.

NEW KOSTER MANAGER. 


An issue of Coronet magazine left 
in his Dorset, England, home by a 
visiting American soldier was the 
beginning of a series of moves which 
brought James S. Wells to the United 
States and to Seabrook Farms, where 
he was recently appointed manager 
of the nursery of Koster Co., Inc., 
Bridgeton, N. J. 

During the war, Mr. Wells de- 
toured from his nursery business to 
grow food for the beleaguered Brit- 
ish isles. His plot of ground lay 
squarely in the center of a military 
reservation, and his house became a 
gathering spot for the GI's stationed 
there, as he and Mrs. Wells offered 
their hospitality to large numbers. 

The magazine, left by one of the 
soldiers, carried a story about Sea- 
brook Farms titled “Assembly Line 
Farmer.”

OREGON COUNCIL FORMED. 


To promote a better acquaintance 
and greater understanding and co- 
operation among those engaged in all 
the allied branches of the nursery, 
bulb and florists’ industries in the 
state, the organization of the Oregon 
Bulb, Florist and Nursery Council 
was completed at Portland, January 
20, the evening before the midwinter 
meeting of the Oregon Association 
of Nurserymen. 

The following officers were elected 
to serve on the executive committee 
for one year: Hans Niklas, president: 
Robert Warrens, secretary-treasurer; 
E. Dering, chairman, nursery ad- 
visory board; S. B. Hall, chairman, 
bulb advisory board, and Robert 
Hastings, chairman, florists’ advisory 
board. Other advisory board mem- 
bers are: Nursery, Wayne McGill, 
Max Horand, Bert Miller and Knight 
Pearcy; bulb, Robert Warrens, R. M. 
Perrin, A. G. McCarty and W. J. 
Billick, and florists’, Hans Niklas, 
Al Thompson, C. Tonseth and Al 
Furrer. 

At last fall's meeting of the Ore- 
gon Association of Nurserymen, a 
committee was appointed to make a 
study of improvement in the setup 
of the advisory board, as the bulb 
growers and florists were not too well 
represented at the meetings. After 
several meetings of this committee 
with members representing the bulb 
growers and florists, Walter Upshaw, 
of the Oregon department of agricul- 
ture, was asked to draw up a form 
of organization. 

It was decided to divide the nurs- 
ery industry into three groups—bulb 
growers, florists and nurserymen, 
each of these groups to select five ad- 
visory board members to represent its 
interests. These board members are 
to act in an advisory capacity to the 
Oregon State College experiment sta- 
tion and the department of agricul- 
ture on any matters not of general 
interest to the council. When two or 
more groups are interested in a par- 
ticular issue a meeting of the entire 
council will be called. 

The five voting members repre- 
senting each of the three divisions of 
the council are known as advisory 
boards. Associate membership is lim- 
ited to governmental agencies, or 
officers or employees thereof, en- 
gaged in regulatory, educational or 
research activities, affecting any or 
all branches of the industry in the 


state of Oregon. Principal associate 
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members are representatives of the 
state department of agriculture and 
the Oregon state college experiment 
station. Associate memberships may 
be given to allied industries and or- 
ganizations if deemed advisable. 

All memberships, voting or asso- 
ciate, are subject to the majority vote 
of the council. The presidency of the 
council is to be rotated among the 
three divisions thereof, in order that 
the council shall be headed by a 
nurseryman, a bulb man and a florist 
successively in consecutive years. The 
annual meeting of the council shall 
be called by the president during the 
month of January, and special meet- 
ings may be called at any time 
deemed necessary. 

Wilbur D. Courtney, nematologist 
with the United States Department 
of Agriculture at Puyallup, Wash.., 
was among the visitors present. He 
spoke briefly on nematode infection 
of- plants, saying that spray material 
or dust was ineffective when it was 
necessary to get down into the plant. 
Soil disinfection was good but dan- 
gerous to human beings. There are 
a number of new insecticides coming 
out, but many of them are hazard- 
ous to human life. 

O. E. Panzer, florist, reported on 
that branch of the industry, saying 
that the retail level is quite generally 
decreasing, but the wholesale grower 
is noticing more outlets as a natural 
result of the war. and there are many 
new faces in the florists’ trade. 

J. T. Jacobs reported on the lily 
bulb industry, saying that the situa- 
tion has changed much since a year 
ago. The general honeymoon is 
over, and the growers are settling 
down to good commercial housekeep- 
ing, making adjustments and hoping 
to see the industry established on a 
firm foundation. 

C. B. Miller reported on seedlings, 
saying that the shortage of some va- 
rieties of seedlings is probably a good 
thing, as this holds down overpro- 
duction of fruit trees. 

E. Dering, just back from the con- 
vention of the Illinois State Nurs: 
erymen’s Association, at Chicago, re- 
ported on the rose situation, forecast- 
ing another good year for Pacific- 
grown roses.

OREGON ASSOCIATION. 


The midwinter meeting of the 
Oregon Association of Nurserymen 
held at Portland, January 21, at the 
Heathman hotel, was well attended 
by over 100 nurserymen, besides a 
good representation from Oregon 
State College and the state depart- 
ment of agriculture and visitors from 
the state of Washington. 

President Frank A. Doerfler, Sa- 
lem, was on hand to open the meet- 
ing, having taken leave of absence 
for the day from his post in the 
house of representatives of the Ore- 
gon legislature, now in session. 

The secretary's report was read 
and approved, as was the treasurer's 
report, which showed a substantial 
cash balance in the treasury, besides 
$325 in United States war bonds. 

Walter Upshaw, manager of the 
Portland office of the department of 
agriculture, was called on to explain 
to the membership the purpose of 
the new Oregon Bulb, Florist and 
Nursery Council organization, on 
which a special committee, together 
with the department of agriculture, 
had worked for many weeks before 
completing plans the previous eve- 
ning. The council is to consist of 
fifteen voting members—five bulb 
men, five florists and five nursery- 
men—and associate members from 
the department of agriculture and the 
Oregon State College experiment 
station. The council will act as an 
advisory board to the college and let 
the staff know what specific problems 
need investigation. 

The solicitation of funds for the 
insect pest and disease fund, of which 
Sam Rich was chairman, was voted 
to be turned over to the council, as 
this fund is of interest to all three 
groups. It is hoped that the goal of 
$4,000 will be reached with the ac- 
tive cooperation of the ‘florists’ and 
bulb advisory boards. 

R. G. Rosenstiel, entomologist at 
the Oregon State College experiment 
station, introduced Ralph Clarke, 
extension specialist, and A. N. Rob- 
erts, of the department of horticul- 
ture, who are doing some work for 
the nurserymen with funds turned 
over to the college last June from 
the insect pest and disease fund. 

In the first advisory board report, 
J. T. Jacobs, in charge of the com- 
mittee on lilies, reported the Croft 
lily is still supreme, but greatly in- 
creased production has created some

surplus, and the influx of other varie- 
ties on the market has brought prices 
down. 

J. S. Wieman reported larger 
plantings of gladiolus bulbs to take 
care of the greatly increased demand. 
The narcissus bulb situation is also 
good. 

C. B. Miller reported a shortage 
of some kinds of fruit tree seedlings. 

C. B. Miller, in the absence of 
C. E. Moyer, reported lining-out 
stock in ornamentals is in short sup- 
ply, and there is definitely a sellers’ 
market on this item. The general 
condition of ornamentals in salable 
sizes is good. 

Representing the florists, Elmo 
Chase reported enough stock to take 


care of the demand for the first time 
in four or five years. 

Wayne McGill, reporting for the 
transportation committee, stated that 
the gencral increase in freight rates, 
effective January 1, which is the 
second in the past year, amounts to 
a twenty per cent increase. He re- 
ported that the tight situation on re- 
frigerator cars has eased. The auto 
freight lines are definitely out after 
business now. 

Roy Miller, of the Miller Products 
Co., speaking on “Increased Produc- 
tion Through Soil Building and Pest 
Control,” stated that science is pro- 
moting an ever closer relationship 
between soil fertility and pest con- 
trol. Plants of undesirable growth 
are the first to be attacked by insect 
pests and diseases. Plants fertilized 


with a good balanced fertilizer are 
more immune to injury than those 
not fertilized. 

W. C. Christensen, president of 
the Commercial National bank, Hills 
boro, Ore., who has fieldmen work- 
ing with farmers, and who has a 
good understanding of the nursery 
business, stated that the nursery busi- 
ness could be divided into two defini- 
tions: 1, growing and selling of fruit 
and nut trees; 2, growing of orna- 
mental plants and shrubs. 

Fruit and nut tree sales are geared 
to the demand for agricultural prod- 
ucts. With low agricultural prices, 


people will think twice before plant- 
ing more trees; if prices are up, the 
reverse is true.

Oklahoma Meeting

At the meeting of the Oklahoma 
Nurserymen’s Association, January 
16, at the Huckins hotel, Oklahoma 
City, President W. D. Kenyon, in 
his address, expressed pleasure at see- 
ing many young people in attend- 
ance. He encouraged the young peo- 
ple interested in the nursery business 
to study the job and give serious 
thought to what they were doing. He 
anticipated the supply of nursery 
stock to be short in the better grades 
for at least five years. But he thought 
it would be a better policy for all to 
grow better stock and give it more 
care. 

The state inspector, Clyde A. 
Bower, discussed a few of the many 
insecticides coming on the market 
and stated that most of them were 
complicated. 

The following officers were elected 
for the coming year: J. E. Davis, 
Ozark Nursery Co,. Tahlequah, pres- 
ident; P. L. Thomas, Thomas Land- 
scape & Nursery Co., Tulsa, vice- 
president, and Max Pfaender, Okla- 
home City, secretary-treasurer. C. Y. 
Higdon, J. Frank Sneed, C. E. Garee, 
Leo Conard and W. E. Rey were 
chosen members of the executive 
committee. 

J. E. Davis, newly elected presi- 
dent, gained his experience in nurs- 
ery management and production by 
working with his father, Ben Davis, 
who has been in the nursery business 
for the past fifty-one years. Entering 
the Ozark Nursery Co. with his 
father in 1935, Mr. Davis has since 
been field and production manager. 

After luncheon, the GI training 
course was discussed thoroughly. 
Explanation was made of the class- 
room and laboratory training that 
was given at Oklahoma City. Mr. 
Gray, of the state accrediting agency, 
brought out that the training pro- 
gram must lead and be directed to- 
ward executive capacity and gave the 
procedures. 

The 1947 outlook of the nursery 
business was described by Leo Con- 
ard. 

Jim Parker gave a practical dem- 
onstration of grafting of apple trees. 

In the evening a banquet was 
given at the hotel. The Oklahoma 
City Retail Merchants’ Association 
employed the gypsy orchestra of 
Oklahoma City for entertainment. 
Bill Atkinson, who before the war 
was an instructor of journalism at the 
Oklahoma City University, spoke. 


Mr. Atkinson was the originator and 


founder of Midwest City, Okla., 
which today is one of the most mod- 
ern cities in the United States and 
has a population of over 8,000. Hun- 
dreds of new homes are being started

at present for its continued growth. 
Mr. Atkinson gave an inspirational 
talk. He is a lover of plant life and 
a great booster of nursery products. 

The second day much time was 
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given to the new types of homes be- 
ing built and the types of landscape 
materials to be used. A good talk 
was given by N. D. Woods, who op- 
erated a nursery many years before 
the war and started building houses 
during the war. He stated the reason 
nurserymen did not receive more for 
their plants was simply that they did 
not ask for more. 

He anticipated several million 
homes’ being built in America in the 
next few years, but he thought the 
nurserymen would gain the most 
good, not from the material that was 
planted about the home to sell it, but 
from the sales made after the cus- 
tomer acquired the home. 

A report of the executive commit- 
tee meeting of the American Asso- 
ciation of Nurserymen at Washing- 
ton was given by J. Frank Sneed, and 
he discussed the public relations 
program.

Viburnum Opulus Roseum. 


Viburnum opulus roseum, the 
European snowball, or as it is now 
listed in Standardized Plant Names, 
the snowball European viburnum, is 
one of our most common shrubs. It 
has been grown and used extensively 
for a good many years, and no doubt 
it will continue to be favored by 
many home gardeners. It is not, how- 
ever, a shrub that should be gener- 
ally recommended. It may seem like 
a hard practice to throw out this old- 
time popular shrub, but considering 
the facts that it is so highly suscepti- 
ble to aphis and that we have two 
other varieties of snowball vibur- 
nums, the snowball European vibur- 
num should generally be relegated to 
discard lists. 

Viburnum opulus roseum, or as it 
is more frequently listed, sterile, is an 
upright-spreading bush which may 
reach a height of ten to twelve feet. 
The leaves are dark green and lobed 
and will range from two and one-half 
to about four inches long. The foli- 
age is not unattractive, but is less ef- 
fective in the landscape than that of 
the Japanese or Chinese snowballs. 

The outstanding characteristic, and 
the one that really attracts the eye 
of the amateur public, is the large 
snowball flowers. Each large flower 
cluster consists of showy sterile flo- 
rets united to form a globose ball. 
The flowers are produced in May, 
first greenish in color, later becoming 
nearly pure white. The globose flow- 
er heads are two to three inches 
across. 

Like most of the viburnums, the 
snowball European viburnum is not 
particular as to soil. Best results are 
obtained in a fairly rich soil which is

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retentive of moisture. The plant 
transplants readily and is adapted to 
considerable shade, but the flowers 
are most satisfactory where the plant 
has nearly full sun. 

As mentioned previously, this va- 
riety of viburnum is quite susceptible 
to attacks of aphis, which curl the 
leaves and distort the twigs. The 
plant becomes unattractive when at- 
tacks of this pest are severe, and such 
is usually the case. While aphis may 
not be difficult to control, there is 
little reason for growing this suscepti- 
ble variety when the Japanese and 
Chinese snowballs are more attractive 
in foliage and flower. The only criti- 
cism of the Asiatic species, and the 
one point where the European snow- 
ball is superior, is the fact that the 
former varieties are not so hardy and 
may be subject to considerable injury 
in cold climates. Propagation of the 
snowball European viburnum is by 
soft or hardwood cuttings or by lay- 
ering. Softwood cuttings are pre- 
ferred to hardwood cuttings. 

When it seems advisable to use 
the snowball European viburnum, its 
best use will be as a specimen plant 
in the larger borders. L.C.C

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Plant Notes Here and There 


A recent conversation with a nurs- 
eryman friend, a keen student of 
plants and a good grower, turned to 
the general subject of sea hollies. It 
brought to mind a correspondence I 
had had with Sherman R. Duffy, a 
good gardener and lucid writer of 
the early years of this century. In 
searching for the correspondence I 
came across something he wrote on 
the subject in the old Garden Maga- 
zine in 1912. 

“If anybody asked me,” he wrote, 
“why I ever planted an eryngium, 
I'd be forced to confess that I didn’t 
know. I can’t truthfully say I think 
these sea hollies beautiful; yet I in- 
sist on having them. There is some- 
thing so singular about this strange 
cousin of the parsleys that it wins a 
place for itself in my border.” 

After discussing his experience 
with the curious native, Eryngium 
yuccaefolium, he continues: “Then a 
few years ago I secured E. amethy- 
stinum, with globe thistles and gyp- 
sophila, because I saw pictures of 
them in ‘Color in the Flower Gar- 
den.’ It makes a most attractive 
group, but my eryngiums never grew 
amethystine enough to justify the 
name; so I added to the group in an 
experimental way, until now I have a 
planting of which I am very proud.” 

It has been my observation, dur- 
ing the years since, that most gar- 
deners approach sea hollies in much 
the same spirit—first timidly and 
with little enthusiasm and_ then. 
when they find the one or ones that 
suit them and their purposes and 
learn how to use them, they become 
enthusiastic devotees of a fine land- 
scape plant. If you would like to 
display their usefulness as a garden 
plant, try Duffy’s suggestion men- 
tioned above, picking out the bluest 
kind you can find. I have probably 
mentioned before that you cannot de- 
pend upon specific names or catalog 
descriptions, unless the latter repre- 
sent plants which have been vegeta- 
tively reproduced from selected 
specimens. It is therefore necessary 
to keep one’s eye open when visit- 
ing gardens and nurseries and then 
grow one’s plants from root cuttings. 


Some European Onions. 


Some growers tell me that good 
ornamental onions sell well for them; 
others say they move slowly. With 
me they were always good sellers, 
especially when in bloom. It prob- 
ably depends to a large extent upon

one’s clientele, but the way they are 
displayed no doubt has much to do 
with it. In case you are interested, 
a few good European species, usually 
available in this country in seeds, at 
least, are mentioned. 

Although Europe gives us a num- 
ber of good species, it also supplies 
plenty of weeds; so it is necessary to 
use a discerning eye when selections 
are made. Some, like Allium neapoli- 
tanum, are not hardy here in north 
Michigan and will be omitted from 
our present notes. Others are of more 
interest botanically than they are to 
gardeners, and they, too, will be 
skipped. 

Because for close to two months in 
early summer it has heads of a bright 
yellow, a color unique in the genus 
so far as I know, A. moly deserves a 
place in every collection of onions. 


I think it is safe to go further and 
say that it deserves a place in every 
garden. It is easily grown under 
ordinary onion conditions, including 
any ordinary, well drained soil and 
sun or part shade, and although 
coming from southern Europe, it was 
always quite hardy here in northern 
Michigan. It is, however, one of the 
few onions whose seeds are tardy in 
coming up, usually needing the bene- 
fit of fall or winter sowing outdoors, 
or at least a good freezing, to be sure 
of a good stand. 

Europe is especially well blessed 
with good pink or near-pink onions, 
not the least beautiful of them being 
A. pulchellum. This plant is one foot 
tall when in flower in July, producing 
pretty rosy-lavender to violet-purple 
flowers, though they usually show a 
suggestion of pink, with relatively

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long, whitish flower stalks giving the 
appearance of illumination from 
within. Plants that I have had by the 
name of A. carinatum were not ap- 
parently different from A. pulchel- 
lum; so I assume that the two names 
are synonymous. A. pedemontanum, 
which appears to be the same as A. 
narcissiflorum, is close to the top of 
the rock garden kinds. Its height of 
five inches or so and large, dangling 
bells of wine red during July make 
it a bright spot in the garden at that 
difficult time. 

Not many white-flowered onions 
that I have seen are of any great 
value in the flower garden. A few, 
like A. victorialis, with its conspicu 
ous, broad foliage tufts and large 
umbels of greenish-white flowers in 
late spring, are good for the wild 
garden and naturalizing. Despite 
Farrar’s disparaging remarks that the 
flowers of A. triquetrum look “like 
the ghost of a dead white flower 
drowned long ago in deep water,” 
that species undoubtedly has garden 
merit, and even he admits that “the 
plant has great attraction.” The long, 
narrow leaves, often curled at the 
tips, are good in themselves, but in 
May, when the 6-inch stems are hung 
with large, pendant, pure white bells, 
with fine lines of green down the 
back of each petal, the plant is a 
most pleasing one. 


All these onions, with the one ex- 
ception noted, are easy to propagate 
from seeds, and they are amiable as 
only an onion can be. They may also 
be grown from division of the bulb- 
ous roots. In fact, in those cases 
where color variations are noted, 
division of selected plants is to be 
preferred. 


Veronica Exaltata. 


A reader of this department, hav- 
ing just reread the note on Veronica 
exaltata which was published here 
several years ago, in which it was 
stated that my plants proved unequal 
to the second hard winter, as I now 
remember it, asks for a further report. 
I regret that I am unable to give it, 
for the simple reason that I have 
been unable to locate another source 
of supply. As the plant seems quite 
widespread in gardens of western 
Europe, we may expect to see it in 
seed lists any time now; so a recent 
note from an English friend who 
promised me seeds this spring may 
be set down now before it is lost. 

He writes that in his soil “the plant 
gets six feet tall, but is capable of 
seven feet under high culture.” All 
my information on it tells me it is a 
gross feeder and also resents drought, 
or even the suggestion of dry condi- 
tions.

mence with a deep, fertile soil and to 
apply a fairly thick mulch while the 
soil is yet moist in spring. The mulch 
may be of any material one uses for 
that purpose, but the plant will ap- 
preciate it more and show its appre- 
ciation by stately growth and spec- 
tacular flower production if partially 
rotted barnyard manure is used. 
Treatment of that kind should give 


one a long (four to six weeks, it is 
said) period of pretty, lavender-blue 
flowers in late summer. Its one 
blooming season here gave us one 
spike five feet tall, with as many as 
thirty flowers, three-eighths of an 
inch across, open at one time. 

Last week, while working out a 
planting list for a client, I was espe- 
cially struck by the sea thrifts’ oc- 


curring or wanting to occur in s0 
many roles. I suppose I never 
stopped to think of the matter be- 
fore, but it is remarkable how useful 
these plants can be when one seri 
ously considers their merits. For in- 
stance, I used them in a sunny wall, 
in a partly shaded rock garden, in a 
number of associations in the border 
and as edging plants. It would 
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merely be monotonous to find them 
everywhere in the garden, to be sure; 
so I finally decided to recommend 
them as edging plants to fill an urgent 
need for plants that could take care 
of themselves along a sunny path. 
Although all this is a personal mat- 
ter, I thought it might be suggestive 
when you are planning plantings 
this spring. 


Usefulness of Sea Thrifts. 


Armerias are available in. a num- 
ber of forms in this country, few, if 
any, of them coming true from seeds. 
A. laucheana is, if vegetatively repro- 
duced from the true, bright pink 
plant, one of my favorite edgers. 
The giant hybrids, varying in color 
from white and near white through 
myriad shades of pink to violet, are 
splendid for grouping in borders. 
The plants get up to two feet in 
height and are quite everblooming. 
They do not need staking to keep 
them upright. The deservedly popu- 
lar Glory of Holland, with its large, 
pure pink flowers, belongs here, I 
believe. 


Violas as Edging Subjects. 


While I wrote the preceding para- 
graph, there came to mind a long 
path that I edged years ago with 
Viola papilio and the delight it 
gave the owner—so much delight, in 
fact, that it was repeated the next 
year and the next. And it reminds 
me that violas, both the large-flow- 
ered kinds, like Chantreyland, Blue 
Perfection, Blue Butterfly and White 
Perfection, and the graceful forms of 
V. gracilis, are among the best of 
edging plants, blooming throughout 
the summer if kept sheared. Try 
starting the seeds in heat and trans- 
planting six inches apart when it is 
safe to put the plants in the open 
ground. 


The Woolly Speedwell. 


While writing about Veronica ex- 
altata in a preceding paragraph, I 
began thinking about my favorite 
speedwell and concluded that a few 
words in its praise might be appro- 
priate at this time. Few plants of my 
acquaintance are better fitted to fill 
the large number of roles of which 
the woolly speedwell, Veronica in- 
cana, is capable. One often sees it 
used singly or in small groups in 
borders and occasionally in rock gar- 
dens, although most practitioners of 
the latter art seem to think that its 
height of a foot or more, perhaps 
eighteen inches in its robust forms 
and in rich soil, is too lofty for their 
purposes. Planting singly or in small 
groups is not, according to my way 
of thinking, the best way to use this

Kentucky Meeting

Beginning with a luncheon and an 
address of welcome by President 
A. G. Humphreys, members of the 
Kentucky State Nurserymen’s Asso 
ciation enjoyed a successful winter 
meeting, January 27 and 28, at the 
Kentucky hotel, Louisville. 

During the business session, the 
following officers were selected: 
President, Carl Ray, Carl Ray Co., 
St. Matthews; vice-president, Dan 
Gardiner, Boone Gardiner Nurseries, 
Louisville; secretary, Howard G. 
Tilson, agricultural experiment sta- 
tion, Lexington, and treasurer, Nick 
Verburg, Nick’s Nursery, Anchor- 
age. Howard Bunton, Bunton Seed 
Co., Louisville, was elected commit- 
teeman. Louis Hillenmeyer, Jr., Hil- 
lenmeyer Nurseries, Lexington, was 
chosen delegate to the American 
Association of Nurserymen, and Carl 
Ray is to be his alternate. 


The main theme of the president's 
address was “Shall We Expand Our 
Business?” Mr. Humphreys com- 
pared the conditions of the present 
with those of the years following the 
war twenty-five years ago and found 
them quite similar. He also found 
conditions in nurseries similar in 
some ways, and he asked the ques- 
tion, “Are we overplanting?” He 
went on to say that we might look 
to our churches, schools and civic 
organizations for the answer as to 
whether we might safely expand or 


contract. The size of our selling area- 


should determine how far from home 
we go to survey these activities. 

As to labor problems, Mr. Hum- 
phreys said that each nurseryman 
would need to solve his own prob- 
lems and should take into considera- 
tion the changed living conditions 
and needs of his employees. 

In making up the program, it was 
found by members of the Kentucky 
association that there is one subject 
in which all nurserymen are really 
interested; namely, what to grow for 
supplying future demands. To help 
answer this question, Henry Fletcher 
Kenney, landscape architect from 
Cincinnati, O., was asked to discuss 
landscape materials for the average 
home. The choice proved to be a 
wise one, because Mr. Kenney kept 
the audience sitting upright for one 
and one-half hours with his informa- 
tion on plants and how to use them. 
He pointed out two mistakes made in 
many landscape plantings—the over- 
doing of mass planting of shrubs and 
trees and the overemphasis of foun- 


dation plantings. Some interesting 
observations made by Mr. Kenney 
might be outlined briefly as follows: 

There is a definite trend toward a 
demand for better plants and plant- 
ing. This should result in more 
work for landscape architects and 
nurserymen. 

The general public has gradually 
improved its artistic tastes, thereby 
demanding better landscape jobs than 
those of twenty years ago. 

A longer time element must be 
considered than was formerly neces- 
sary when selecting materials for 
landscaping. 

Kentucky is not essentially an ever- 
green state. However, some well 
adapted evergreens are pines, hem- 
locks and taxus, in quantity and va- 
riety. 

More should be 


consideration 


Kentucky is poorly located for the 
use of the broad-leaved evergreens. 
Those varieties which will do well 
there, such as Berberis julianae, 
American holly, Euonymus patens 
and Viburnum burkwoodi, should be 


grown and used more widely. 


A shade tree must be found to take 
the place of the American elm. Also, 
there is some evidence that Ken- 
tucky oaks of the red oak group are 
headed for trouble from disease. 


Prof. W. A. Price, Kentucky state 
entomologist, spoke on the white- 
fringed beetle situation in the south 
and with the aid of several large 
maps traced the spread of the insect 
in the United States since its first 
discovery in 1936. As the insect does 
not fly, the natural spread should be 
not over one-half mile per year; yet 
the actual spread has been many

times that rate. 
pointed out that, in spite of the re- 
search done by capable entomolo 
gists, the suppressive measures ap- 
plied and the quarantines promul- 
gated, the beetle has continued to 
spread. His parting remarks were to 
the effect that every nurseryman, flo 
rist or farmer should interest him 
self in this problem for his own pro 
tection. 

Just before the afternoon session 
adjourned, a report by- Louis Hillen- 
meyer, Jr., delegate to the board of 
governors of the A. A. N., was heard 
on the meeting at Miami Beach, Fla., 
last July. 

To add to the pleasure of the meet- 
ing, the Louisville Retail Nursery- 
men’s Association acted as host in 
one of those enjoyable interludes be- 
tween sessions. 

After dinner, 800 feet of colored 
films of Kentucky flora in fall colors 
were shown. John Bruegger and 
A. L. Heger were photographer and 
narrator, respectively. 

Tuesday morning found a good 
crowd ready to resume the business 
at hand. Louis Hillenmeyer, Sr., 
gave glimpses of several meetings. 
Conservation was the major theme 
at many of the conventions. Mr. 
Hillenmeyer recommended the read- 
ing of “Pleasant Valley” by Louis 
Bromfield as a means of broadening 
the concept of conservation. 


Labor Relations. 


The round-table discussion of 
nursery labor problems was opened 
by Nick Verburg, who read a report 
of a business which shares profits, 
pays vacations, gives prizes, pays 
half of the insurance premiums and 
offers rewards for new ideas. An in- 
teresting comparison was made be- 
tween two men who were close 
neighbors and friends. One worked 
in a business which gave for Christ- 
mas gifts to employees a 10-cent 
package from the regular stock of 
merchandise, while the other worked 
for a business which gave a $400 
Christmas bonus. 

Mr. Verburg asked the questions, 
“What determines the base price of 
nursery stock? Should not labor cost 
be the determining factor?” Accord- 
ing to catalog prices for the past 
thirty-five years, nursery stock prices 
have doubled or increased five-fifths, 
while labor costs have risen seven- 
fifths. There is the constant problem 
of how to keep capable men when 
other industries constantly offer 
wages higher than those that can be 
paid by nurserymen. Should there be 
definite contracts with workingmen? 
If so, when should these contracts be 
made and renewed?

The boss should set the pattern— 
personally and morally. The men 
must admire the boss in order to 
enjoy working for him.

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Ohio Arborists’ and Landscape Course 


By Fred C. Galle and Edward E, Nank 


Summaries of talks at the opening 
of the annual short course for arbor- 
ists and landscape gardeners held by 
the department of horticulture of 
Ohio State University, at Columbus, 
January 13 to 15, appeared in the 
preceding issue. Further report of 
this highly successful conference, at- 
tended by approximately 225 per- 
sons, follows. 

Dr. L. C. Chadwick gave some case 
records of injuries that have occurred 
from the practice of using organic 
fertilizers. Two cases were cited of the 
application of organic fertilizers, ap- 
plied by the punch bar or aerofertile 
method, which resulted in injury and, 
in some cases, death to trees. In an- 
other case injury was incurred 
through the use of a layer of manure 
placed under the topsoil in regrading 
around white oaks (Quercus alba). 
It is interesting to note in this case 
that the closer the roots were to the 
manure layer, the greater the injury. 

Symptoms of injury from partially 
decomposed organic materials are us- 
ually a browning and dying of the 
foliage. Roots show discoloration, 
followed by decay. A pronounced 
foul odor is evident when the earth 
is turned and the roots exposed. 

In several cases corrective measures 
where taken, such as forcing com- 
pressed air into the root area, but the 
injury had progressed to the stage 
where such treatment was not effec- 
tive. In the case where the manure 
mulch was used, portions of it were 
removed, and in some incidents the 
trees responded and recovered. 

There has been little research car- 
ried on concerning the possible pro- 
duction and release of toxic gases 
and acids during the process of de- 
composition of organic matter. 


Trees for Street Planting. 


A panel discussion on “Trees for 
Street Planting” was led by Dr. Chad- 
wick. Principal speakers were Harry 
Gray, superintendent of the board 
of park commissioners, Cincinnati, 
O., and Edward Scanlon, city forester, 
Cleveland, O. 

Mr. Scanlon remarked that native 
trees are not always ideal. There 
is a need for more diversity of trees. 
Smaller growing trees and continual 
maintenance should be considered in 
street tree-planting programs. 

Mr. Gray told of the Cincinnati 
ordinance passed seventeen years ago 
placing the street trees under the jur- 
isdiction of the city manager, but 


the ordinance has never functioned 
because of lack of funds. Five 
thousand elm trees in city parks have 
been lost in the past ten years be- 
cause of phloem necrosis. Cases of 
resistant trees have been reported. 
Replacement for the elms has been 
limited mainly to the London plane 
tree and the red and pin oaks. 
Trees having possibilities for strect 
tree use were mentioned by the 
speakers and members of the audi- 
ences. Ulmus carpinifolia, of wredi 
and globe forms, and Sophora japon- 
ica, the Japanese pagoda tree, have 
been little used as street trees, but 
they warrant greater use. It was sug- 
gested that there are two types of 
sophora, a compact type which has 
not proved satisfactory, and an up- 
right spreading type, which is better. 
Phellodendron species were men- 


tioned. The species P. amurense is 
heavy fruiting, and there may be 
some objection to its use. P. lavallei 
is better in this respect. All species 
should be used only along wide 
streets. 

Cercidiphyllum japonicum, the kat- 
sura tree, has possibilities and propa- 
gates readily from softwood cuttings. 

Cladrastis lutea, the yellowwood, 
is a beautiful tree in bloom, and has 
light green foliage and gray bark. 
Wounds are slow in healing, but this 
objection can be overcome if more 
corrective pruning is practiced in the 
nursery. 

Ginkgo biloba is a good street tree 
and withstands smoky conditions. 
Liquidambar  styraciflua, American 
sweet gum, has a good foliage, but 
it requires good drainage and will 
not grow well on cutover ground.

Elm Diseases in Ohio. 


Dr. Roger U. Swingle, of the divi- 
sion of forest pathology of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, Columbus, gave an interest- 
ing talk, supplemented with color 
slides, on “Elm Diseases in Ohio.” 

One has only to see the loss of elm 
trees along the streets of Columbus 
to realize the toll phloem necrosis has 
taken. It is estimated that 65,000 
elms have been killed or are infected 
with phloem necrosis in the greater 
Columbus area. 

Cases of phloem necrosis at Rock- 
ford, Ill., have been reported, thus 
changing the idea that the virus was 
carried by a southern leaf hopper or 
other insect vector and should not 
be expected above the fortieth 
parallel. 

A virus disease has been reported 
in the Cleveland area, and while it

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seldom kills the tree, it may, in a few 
years, cause the tree to become so 
unsightly that it will have to be re- 
moved. 

Canker stain of the London plane 
tree was also reported as serious in 
the northern Ohio area. Fortunately, 
this disease can be controlled, as it 
is spread chiefly through careless 
workmanship. The best rule to fol 
low is to prune the London plane 
only in the dormant period from De- 
cember 1 to February 15. Asphalt 
paint should not be used on these 
wounds, as it protects the fungus 
spores until it becomes warm enough 
for them to become active. 

Latest Uses of DDT. 


Dr. D. E. Parker, of the bureau of 
entomology and plant quarantine, 
U.S. D. A., Columbus, O., discussed 
the latest uses of DDT in arborists’ 
spray programs. Some of the pests 
that can be controlled by DDT are: 
Fall cankerworm, by dusting in the 
fall with a flfty per cent DDT-pyro 
phyllite mixture; catalpa sphinx, bag- 
worm, fall webworm and boxwood 
leaf miner, by the use of one-tenth to 
one per cent emulsions; gypsy moth 
and sawfly, by applying with mist 
blowers, and locust leaf miner, by the 
use of one-half per cent emulsions. 

It was suggested that the burlap 
wrapping for trees be soaked with 
DDT as a possible control of borers. 
Plant tolerance to the use of DDT 
may be due to the two to four gallons 
of solvent used in the spray. Damage 
has been reported highest when 
spraying was done in the morning, 
when the humidity was high. 

Spider mites and aphids are initial- 
ly injured by DDT, but natural ene- 
mies are also killed, and the pests 
soon build up and become a serious 
problem. DDT spray is detrimental 
to fish in ponds, 

Dr. George S. Langford, entomolo- 
gist from the University of Mary- 
land, delivered a speech that devel- 
oped into one of the most interesting 
talks heard on DDT and other new 
insecticides. A review of his address 
will appear in a coming issue of the 
American Nurseryman. 

Taxus Mealy Bug. 

Dr. J. S. Houser, of the Ohio 
state agricultural experiment station, 
Wooster, discussed the troublesome 
taxus mealy bug. 

This taxus menace was first found 
in Connecticut. By 1915 it had moved 
down into the state of New York. 
In 1936 the taxus mealy bug was 
found in Lake county, Ohio, and by 
1937 it had moved westward, to 
Toledo, O. 

The taxus mealy bug was originally 
thought to be the same as the one

found on grapes. This now seems 
doubtful, since the grape mealy bug 
was found on grapes in the Paines- 
ville, O., area long before taxus be 
came infested. 

The dense compact forms of taxus 
are the types most often attacked, 
producing in extreme infestations a 
cottony mass, bound together by a 
waxy secretion. In the fall, the adults 
migrate from the upper portions of 
the plant, down into the soil at the 
base of the plant, sometimes burrow- 
ing three to four inches into the soil 
to lay the eggs. In the spring the eggs 
hatch and the young mealy bugs 
move back up into the taxus branches, 
preferring the smaller, most succulent 
growth. This occurs in April and 
May, which is the best time to spray.

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clinic discussion. Each of his assist- 
ants gave a short talk on some special 
problem. 

C. R. Runyan, superintendent of 
the Spring Grove cemetery, Cincin- 
nati, suggested that the trees to re- 
place the American elm in southern 
Ohio should be thornless honey lo- 
cust and Sophora japonica. Other 
trees that have possibilities are Cla- 
drastis lutea, Cercidiphyllum japoni- 
cum and Koelreuteria paniculata. 

Charles F. Irish, Cleveland, spoke 
on “The Future of the Elm in North- 
ern Ohio.” In 1930, Dutch elm dis- 
ease was found in Ohio. During 
1946 this disease was again found in 
this area, and since the elm bark 
beetle is now found in abundance, 
the disease is probably there to stay. 
There is still a possibility of planting 
elms in northern Ohio, but they 
should be used in conjunction with 
other trees. 

Dr. J. S. Houser, of the Ohio agri- 
cultural experiment station, discussed 
three important plant pests. 

Red spider (spruce mite) can be 
controlled by dusting with fine 
sulphur when the temperature is be- 
low 80 degrees. Dowspray 17 at 
three-fourths of a pound per 100 gal- 
lons is a good control, requiring two 
applications ten to fourteen days 
apart. NNOR 1-400, C420 and C620 
also gave good control. Mr. Runyan 
brought out that five pounds of wet- 
table sulphur per 100 gallons gave 
good control with two applications. 

European elm scale is best con- 
trolled by a thorough spraying of a 
dormant oil in the spring. Lead ar 
senate applied in the spring after 
the young hatch will give good con- 
trol of bagworms. 

John Leonard, A. M. Leonard Co., 
Piqua, O., said that the tool supply 
situation is improving, but advised 
arborists not to hoard tools until the 
scarcity is over. Bracing material is 
available, but chisels and drills are 
hard to get. 

Dr. L. C. Chadwick gave the latest 
information on the ever-changing 
fertilizer situation. Nitrogen ferti- 
lizers ,will still be hard to get. The 
supply of ammonium sulphate is lim- 
ited. Imports of nitrate of soda have 
been cut twenty per cent, and am- 
monium nitrate from government 
sources will be exported this year. 
Bean meals will not be available for 
fertilizer purposes, since the supply 
is all going into stock feed. 

Phosphorus supplies should be 
somewhat better than those of last 
year and the potash supply compa- 
rable to last year’s. The supply of 
complete fertilizers will be about 
the same as last year’s, but this supply 
is faced with a thirty per cent in-

crease in demand. In the discussion 
period following Dr. Chadwick's re- 
port, several cases of termites’ infest 
ing living’ trees of Mugho pine and 
taxus were mentioned. These infes- 
tations resulted in completely girdling 
and killing the plants. It was recom- 
mended to apply DDT to the soil 
around the plants affected. 


Dormant lime-sulphur has not 
proved satisfactory against juniper 
scale, but Dowax was recommended. 


DDT, one pound to 100 gallons, 
is effective against euonymus scale if 
it is applied after the young hatch. 
Elgetol has also proven a good control 
material for euonymus and _ lilac 
scale. 

The fungus disease juniper blight 
is still causing a great deal of trouble, 
and the more resistant varieties of 
junipers should be used. Bordeaux 
mixture is not too effective; however, 
Cupro K, a fixed copper spray, has 
given good results. 

Woolly aphis on hawthorn can 
be controlled with Dowax. No con- 
trol was advocated for the control of 
the European and Zimmerman pine- 
shoot moths. 

A color film on pest control, ““Com- 
bat,” prepared by the General Chem- 
ical Co., New York city, N. Y., was 
shown Tuesday evening. Following 
this, Charles F. Irish showed color 
slides taken at the twenty-second 
National Shade Tree Conference by 
Frank L. Balogh, superintendent of 
Nela park, Cleveland, O. 

There was an unusual and inter- 
esting collection of leaf patterns on 
display throughout the short course. 
This collection was made up of speci- 
mens collected at the Arnold Arbo- 
retum, Jamaica Plain, Mass., from 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Ohio and 
the Rochester, N. Y., parks. The 
plaques, bearing approximately 
twenty-two species of cotoneasters, 
thirty-five species of viburnums, 
twenty-five species of oaks and fifteen 
species of maples, were prepared by 
Fred C. Galle and Edward E. Nank, 
graduate students of the department 
of horticulture at Ohio State Uni- 
versity. 


Pruning Overgrown Plants. 


Dr. L. C. Chadwick gave an inter- 
esting talk on pruning overgrown 
plants in the home landscape. 

The primary factor in the elimina- 
tion of overgrown plants is the care- 
ful selection of plants suitable to the 
conditions under which they are to 
be grown and used. Each plant should 
have a definite purpose in the plant- 
ing and should be selected according 
to its height, sun, shade and soil re- 
quirements.

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was “Are you ever justified in prun- 
ing to make a plant smaller?” 

In handling old plants of such types 
as honeysuckle and philadelphus, it 
is better to pull them out and re- 
place them with more suitable types. 
Where heavy pruning is required, 
the best practice to follow, if the 
plant can stand it, is to cut it to the 
ground and follow up with selective 
pruning. The best shoots should be 
allowed to develop, but some of them 
should be headed back. A renewal 
practice may be followed by cutting 
out one-third of the plant at a time. 

Tn old plants where heavy pruning 
is necessary, it is best to prune in 
early spring and sacrifice the flowers 
for one year, rather than to prune 
after flowering. Pruning vines cover- 
ing houses is an old practice that 
should come back into use. In prun- 
ing hybrid tea roses, bloom produc- 
tion is favored by delaying pruning 
until spring. Fall pruning results in 
poorer bloom production. 

Concerning evergreens, there are 
cases of too much pruning in the 
nursery as well as not enough. Estab- 
lished plants of hemlocks and taxus 
on landscape jobs require only one 
pruning prior to growth in the spring. 

In the discussion period, it was 
pointed ‘out that Ilex opaca can be 
pruned just before growth starts in 
the spring. Reducing size by root 
pruning can be done satisfactorily in 
the nursery in late August. This is 
a better time to root prune in this 
locality than spring is. Mahonia 
aquifolium is difficult to prune when 
in a leggy condition. The practice 
was suggested of removing one-third 
of the stems, cutting them back to 
four inches and mulching heavily. 

An excellent talk on “Establishing 
Lawns in Difficult Locations and 
General Maintenance Practices” was 
given by J. Melvin Easterday, who 
maintains a landscape service at Can- 
ton, O. W. J. Willard, of the depart- 
ment of agronomy, Ohio State Uni- 
versity, gave an interesting talk on 
2, 4-D. “Some Phases of Landscape 
Design™ was the subject of an address 
by Virginia G. Cavendish, landscape 
architéct, of Huntington, W. Va. 
Reports on these talks will appear in 
a subsequent issue of the American 
Nurseryman. 

Victor H. Ries, of the department 
of horticulture at Ohio State Univer- 
sity, was a discussion leader for a 
landscape design clinic. As a fitting 
close to a successful short course, 
Virginia Cavendish and Henry Pree, 
landscape architect, Cleveland, O., 
gave their personal comments on and 
constructive criticisms of a series of 
colored slides showing good and bad 
features in landscape design.

E. B. Luke was appointed representa- 
tive to the Canadian Horticultural 
Council; A. E. Brown, representative 
to the Canadian National Exhibition, 
and H. Endean, representative to the 
Royal Winter Fair.

The question of whether or not 
licensing would be advantageous to 
nurserymen was discussed by Col. 
R. L. Wheeler, assistant director of 
marketing service, department of ag- 
riculture, Ottawa, and George Wil- 
son, director of the fruit branch, On- 
tario department of agriculture, To- 
ronto. Licensing had proved bene- 
ficial to the fruit men, it was said.

Cecil Delworth, chairman of the 
plant patent committee of the Allied 
Florists and Growers of Canada, Inc., 
reviewed a draft of a plant patent 
act which had been drawn up by the 
Canadian Horticultural Council for 
the consideration of the industry. 
Following a somewhat lengthy dis- 
cussion, a decision was reached to 
refer the matter to a committee to 
work in conjunction with the Allied 
Florists and Growers of Canada and 
report at the next meeting.

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Washington Group Meets 


By R. E. Tindall, Secretary 


At a joint meeting of the Washing- 
ton State Nurserymen’s Association 
and the Washington chapter of the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men, January 18, at the Davenport 
hotel, Spokane, mutual problems 
were discussed, and professional and 
educational horticulturists presented 
latest developments in the nursery 
field. 

In the absence of O. R. Adams, 
Richmond Nurseries, Richmond 
Beach, president of the Washington 
chapter of the A. A. N., who is con- 
fined to a hospital with a serious ill- 
ness, the introductory address was 
made by L. N. Roberson, Seattle, 
vice-president of the Washington 
state association. Other officers pres- 
ent included Harold Hopkins, Hop- 
kins Nursery, Bothell, secretary of 
the state association, and R. E. Tin- 
dall, Tindall’s Nursery, secretary of 
the A. A. N. chapter. Harold Wells, 
Wells Nursery, Mount Vernon, 
president of the state association, was 
unable to attend. 

The important problem of curtail- 
ing virus diseases which are threaten- 
ing the entire stone fruit industry in 
the state was discussed by Dr. Earl C. 
Blodgett, associate plant pathologist 
at the agricultural experimental sta- 
tion at Prosser. He described the cul- 
tivation of virus-free stock in isola- 
tion near Prosser. Charles Morrison 
outlined the main items in the bill to 
be presented to the legislature for 
$297,000 to fight virus and incipient 
pests and provide disease control. 

Dr. J. H. Schultz, of the Prosser 
experimental station, talked on “Pre- 
venting Varietal Mixtures in the 
Nursery.” He described a project 
whereby certified plants are devel- 
oped, enabling the grower exactly to 
identify fruit even when the plant is 
not bearing. 

A round-table discussion of all 
phases of the nursery business and 
fill-in, needs for the nursery line was 
led by Ray Beam, May Nursery Co., 
Yakima. After luncheon, Fred Aus- 
tin, of the Spokane Flower Growers’ 
Association, spoke on “Coordination 
Between Florists and Nurserymen.” 
He urged the group to promote more 
shows, which publicize the state. 

From an inspector’s viewpoint, 
Howard Andrews, chief nursery in- 
spector for the Washington state de- 
partment of agriculture, outlined the 
numerous research problems which 
must be considered, such as those 
concerned with insect pests, diseases, 


production and handling. About 
forty more projects will be under- 
taken as soon as sufficient personnel 
and funds are available. 

L. N. Roberson discussed soil heat- 
ing equipment, and a round-table dis- 
cussion of problems of propagators 
was led by Carol Wieting, of the 
Edison Vocational School, Seattle. 


Telling of the relationship between 
nurserymen and the department of 
horticulture, Dr. T. A. Merrill, head 
of that department at the State Col- 
lege of Washington, Pullman, de- 
scribed plans for building a large 
greenhouse for experimental work at 
the school. 

Progress being made to quarantine 
the varieties of common barberry 
shrubs which harbor wheat rust dur- 
ing the winter was reported by Paul

NEW YORK SCHOOL.

plant. First of all, it is, because of its 
mat of white, hoary leaves, a plant 
to be used lavishly. In borders it is 
one thing that can be used in broad 
masses to set off other plants which 
require a whitish background to 
bring out their beauty. This one 
phase of our plant’s usefulness need 
not be gone into in detail. However. 
two suggestive plantings which come 
to mind-—the woolly speedwell plant- 
ed in masses in front of heucheras 
and gas plants—will show the pos- 
sibilities inherent in the idea. It is 
also highly useful in formal plant- 
ings, replacing some of the untidy 
perennials and quickly disappearing 
annuals which are often used for 
white foliage effects in geometrical 
designs 

Complaints about its being short- 
lived and difficult to keep over win 
ter can often be traced to a heavy 
soil which is poorly drained. In the 
sandy soil of this garden it is quite 
indestructible, standing heat and 
cold, wet weather and drought with 
equal When placing it in 
plantings, it is well to remember that 
no plant with its kind of woolly foli- 
age can remain happy if water stands 
on it for any length of time. Other 
than that, it is not finicky at all, not 
even as to exposure to sun, for I find 
that contrary to all that has been 
written about its demand for sun- 
shine, it is quite happy in shade as 
long as good drainage is provided. 

As every experienced grower 
knows, the plant varies not a little 
when grown from seeds, showing 
some differences in stature and even 
more in color of flower. Selection 
among the latter will give one many 
shades of blue, after which divisions 
or cuttings may be used for increase. 
Selection has given rise to several 
color forms which men 
tioned in European lists, to a form

known in gardens here as V. incana 
nana, a plant seldom over eight 
inches tall which should especially 
appeal to rock gardeners, and to the 
incomparably lovely variety rosea. 

The last-named is a plant of in- 
finite charm and usefulness. I have 
long thought, and no doubt ex- 
pressed the opinion in print, that no 
combination excels in beauty that of 
some shades of blue flowers and 
white foliage. But I readily admit, 
after growing this pink-flowered 
beauty for a number of years, that 
this form is entitled to that distinc- 
tion.

CALIFORNIA ACTIVITIES. 


Proposed activities for the 1946- 
1947 fiscal year of the California As- 
sociation of Nurserymen as they were 
outlined by Jack Lincke, executive 
secretary, were accepted by the or- 
ganization’s board of directors at the 
thirty-sixth annual convention held 
at Berkeley during the last week of 
September. 

Publication of the program has 
been delayed because the executive 
secretary has been out of the state. 
The 16-point plan of operation was 
based upon the first year’s operating 
experience after the transfer of the 
secretary's office to Los Angeles. The 
proposal embraces three parts. The 
first is designed to broaden the or- 
ganization’s present cooperative ven- 
tures. The second is intended to as- 
sist the members with their business 
problems, and the third is planned 
to promote the interests of the asso- 
ciation. 

Under the first heading plans are 
being completed for the institution 
of a group public liability and prop- 
erty damage insurance program, 
which has been outlined in full in 
previous editions of the American 
Nurseryman. 

Efforts are being made at present 
to obtain the service of a competent 
advertising consultant who, it is 
planned, will prepare a “capsule” ad- 
vertising training course for the mem- 
bers. One of the salient points of 
this will be the preparation of copy 
that will sell merchandise. This 
should prove to be particularly valu- 
able for the nurseryman doing busi- 
ness in a small community where he 
does not have access to top-flight ad- 
vertising copy writers. It is hoped 
this will be expanded into instruc- 
tion in merchandise display and sales- 
manship in such a manner that it 
will not only be helpful to the smaller 
nurserymen, but may also be used by 
the larger firms in instructing their 
sales forces. 

Questionnaires soon will be sent 
out to the members in an effort to 
develop a production census which 
may be helpful in avoiding industry 
inflation and which will prove valu- 
able in undertaking marketing re- 
search. Conferences have been held 
with officials of the horticultural 
division of the University of Cali- 
fornia to develop ways and means of 


starting test gardens in both the 
northern and southern parts of the 
state. Should the efforts succeed, the 
first work will be done on fuchsias. 
In the second portion of the year’s 
work, efforts will be made by the 
state office to exclude retail nursery 
employees who perform agricultural 
work from unemployment insurance 
coverage. Under the present inter- 
pretation of the law, nursery em- 
ployees who perform agricultural 
work in growing areas are excluded 
from this insurance, but it is necessary 
to pay the tax on workers perform- 
ing the same service in a retail estab- 
lishment. The purpose of this is not 
to exclude anyone from the benefits 
of unemployment insurance, but to 
obtain a further clarification of the 
law that has been one of the most 
vexatious with which the California 
industry has had to deal. An ambi- 
tious labor relations program has al- 
ready been initiated in the Sacra- 
mento, San Diego and Los Angeles

sioner of Ventura county, for an ex- 
planation of quick decline, a serious 
disease of citrus trees which has 
shown up in certain parts of south- 
ern California in the last year. Mr. 
Barrett stated that quick decline had 
definitely been discovered to be a 
virus disease, which is probably 
transmitted by an insect or insects 
which as yet have not been isolated. 
Although the state department of 
agriculture has some 5,000 insects 
under observation, it may be several 
years before the guilty one can be 
discovered. In describing the symp- 
toms of the disease, Mr. Barrett 
states that a tree will usually bear 
heavily one year, but will not put

forth new growth and will drop most 
or all of its foliage. Partial recovery 
may ensue, but the tree will never 
again produce profitably. Upon ex- 
amining the roots of an infected tree, 
they have been found devoid of feed- 
er roots, with only the tap and lateral 
roots intact. 

Mr. Barrett showed a map of 
southern California with the quar-

antined areas colored. He explained 
that the quarantine meant a great 
loss to citrus nurserymen within the 
area, but it will undoubtedly mean a 
prevention of the spread of the dis- 
ease, which could cost nurserymen 
and growers in other parts of south- 
ern California losses amounting to 
millions of dollars. He further stated 
that this quarantine would probably 
force many citrus nurserymen from 
the quarantined areas to move to the 
clean fields of Ventura county. 

Following Mr. Barrett's talk, Presi- 
dent Warren called upon Jack 
Lincke, executive secretary of the 
California Association of Nursery- 
men. Mr. Lincke told of his work 
with prominent southern California 
nurserymen in regard to quick de- 
cline. He stated that the state de- 
partment of agriculture had wanted 
to impose an extremely rigid quaran- 
tine; however, through the efforts of 
the association, the present quaran- 
tine, which is a much more reason- 
able control, was put into effect. 

The matter of the projected in- 
crease in nursery license fees was dis- 
cussed, and Mr. Lincke stated that 
he did not favor any such raise. The 
Tri-County chapter also went on rec- 
ord as opposing the raise and added 
a resolution to the effect.that the 
state department of agriculture dis- 
continue the branch nursery license 
and impose the full fee of $10 for 
each branch nursery. 

Mr. Lincke stated that each mem- 
ber of the California Association of 
Nurserymen would soon be receiving 
advertising material from a nationally 
prominent advertising firm. He said 
that the material would be in the 
form of suggestions on the composi- 
tion of advertisements, which should 
be of great value to the nurserymen. 
He further stated that the state of- 
fice had hopes of following a similar 
program covering merchandising and 
display. He urged that all members 
use their advertising mats to make 
the public association-conscious. 
Plaques and decals will soon be avail- 
able to members for display windows 
and automotive equipment. 

Mr. Lincke stated that a survey 
showed installment buying to be on 
the upswing. As he does not consider 
this a healthy sign, he suggested that 
all nurserymen try to reduce their 
inventories and mortgages as soon as 
possible. He also said that the propo- 
sition of cooperative purchasing had 
been rejected by the directors of the 
state association, but it is not a dead 
issue. He suggested that the propo- 
sition be discussed by the members 
of the Tri-County chapter at the next 
regular meeting.

HENDERSON EMPLOYEES 
HONORED AT BANQUET. 


The coveted achievement award 
of the New York Horticultural So- 
ciety was presented to Peter Hender- 
son & Co., New York city, and half- 
century employees of the company 
received war bonds at the 100th an- 
niversary dinner for the firm's em- 
ployees at the Hotel Pennsylvania, 
New York city. Richardson Wright. 
of House and Garden magazine, 
made the presentations. 


John A. Fieseler, president of 
Peter Henderson & Co., received the 
award of the horticultural society on 
behalf of the seed firm. This is the 
sixth time the medal has been award- 
ed in the forty-seven years of the 
society’s history. 

Honor guests at the banquet, who 
were presented with war bonds to 
commemorate fifty years or more of 
service with the company, were 
Walter MacDougal, in charge of the 
nursery at Red Bank, N. J., and a 
direct descendant of Peter Hender- 
son; Miss Mary Rielly, supervisor of 
the flower seed department; Charles 
L. Littlefield, head of the flower seed 
and bulb department; Miss Katherine 
Herrmann, of the catalog depart- 
ment, and John Jacob, of the ware- 
house staff. 


AMERICAN NURSERYMAN 


HENDERSON FIRM MARKS 
100th YEAR OF TRADE. 


January, 1947, marked the one- 
hundredth anniversary of the found- 
ing of Peter Henderson & Co., New 
York, N. Y. The nationally known 
seed firm was founded in 1847 by 
25-year-old Peter Henderson, a 
Scotch immigrant who had arrived in 
this country only four years before. 
The firm is still controlled by his 
heirs, and his descendants had been 
at the presidency of the firm until the 
election of Harry Candy in 1939, who 
was succeeded a year ago by John A. 
Fieseler. 

Peter Henderson, founder of the 
firm, was born in Pathhead, Scotland, 
June 9, 1822, and died at Jersey City, 
N. J., January 17, 1890. He was well 
known as a writer on garden sub- 
jects, and two of his books, “Garden- 
ing for Profit” and “Practical Flori- 
culture,” have been considered stand- 
ard horticultural works. He also 
contributed to various periodicals, 
including Hovey’s Magazine, Gar- 
dener’s Monthly, Country Gentle- 
man and the Rural New Yorker. 

As the seed industry was in its in- 
fancy when he founded the firm, 
Peter Henderson was instrumental in 
establishing many of its present prac- 
tices. He was one of the first Ameri- 
can seedsmen to establish _ trial 
grounds to test seeds before they 
were offered for sale and took a 
leading part in the effort to get na- 
tional mailing rights for seedsmen, 
which culminated March 3, 1893, 
when a bill was passed in Congress 
for the establishment of rural free 
delivery. 

Although his primary interest was 
in the production of superior strains 
of vegetable seeds for market garden- 
ers, Peter Henderson also developed 
new flower varieties and in 1884 in- 
troduced his Premier strain of pansies 
and Mammoth strain of verbenas. 
Many new roses were also intro- 
duced by the firm, including the 
famous American Beauty, first offered 
in 1886; Radiance, in 1909, and Dr. 
W. Van Fleet and Silver Moon, in 
1910. A new rose, Jubilee, was intro- 
duced in 1897 to celebrate the firm's 
fiftieth anniversary. 

One of the first vegetable novel- 
ties introduced by Henderson's was 
Trophy tomato, presented in 1872. 
Early Summer cabbage was first 
offered in 1875 and was so popu- 
lar that it was kept in the catalog un- 
til 1941. Green Prolific cucumber 
was also offered for the first time in 
1875, and the forerunner of today’s 
Iceburg and Imperial lettuces was 
Heriderson’s New York lettuce, intro- 
duced in 1886.

firm, interesting information may be 
found in the beginnings of the seed 
industry in this country. In 1847, 
when Peter Henderson & Co. were 
founded, most of the seeds were im- 
ported from European growers. Lists, 
rather than catalogs, were sent to 
prospective buyers. It was 1867 be- 
fore illustrations, in the form of black 
and white line drawings, began to 
appear in the lists. The first Hender- 
son catalog to use color appeared in 
1871, featuring a full page of illus- 
trations of verbenas. 

Prices of the early days are inter- 
esting in comparison with those of 
today. In 1861, climbing roses cost 
from 50 cents to $1 each. The 1867 
catalog described a rose introduction, 
Marechal Niel, which was priced at 
$1.50 to $3 each.

at a luncheon held at Ina’s coffee 
shop, which is centrally located at 
the nursery for the convenience of 
both employees and visitors. In a 
speech following the luncheon, Mr. 
Hastings particularly stressed closer 
relations between nurserymen. He 
stated that the various nurseries are 
not actually competing for business, 
but that competitors include such en- 
terprises as the picture shows, the 
cafes and the general merchandise 
stores. 

“Those nurseries which are adver- 
tising and popularizing the various 
nursery plants are not taking business 
from other nurserymen, but instead 
are increasing everybody's sales,” 
Mr. Hastings said. To illustrate his 
point of view, Mr. Hastings repeated 
the story of how Sears Roebuck & 
Co. installed a large store at Atlanta, 
Ga., and how the smaller business- 
men shivered in their boots at the 
idea of all that competition. He told 
how this big company advertised full- 
page spreads in all the daily and 
weekly newspapers, and how all other 
merchants expected to lose their cus- 
tomers and gradually to go out of 
business. Mr. Hastings concluded by 
saying, “Instead of losing customers, 
the sales of each similar business in- 
creased from the very first day, as a 
result of the extensive advertising of 
a large concern which had at first 
been classified as a competitor.” 

Before leaving Wolfe Nursery, Mr. 
Hastings observed the mail-order de- 
partment and other departments in 
operation, searching for new ideas 
and methods by which he might in- 
crease the efficiency of his own na- 
tionally known seed and_ nursery 
company.

each, its growing habits and its de- 
gree of dwarfness. 


A. A. N. Plans for Year. 


James I. E. Ilgenfritz, Monroe, 
Mich., central regional committee- 
man of the American Association of 
Nurserymen, told of the executive 
committee meeting of the A. A. N. 
at Washington early in January, 
where plans for the year of the na- 
tional association were mapped out. 
He discussed the publicity program, 
the proposed change in the definition 
of a nurseryman, the international 
quarantine bill, social security legis- 
lation, the memorandum of under- 
standing with the Department of 
Agriculture concerning the distribu- 
tion of stock for testing, the fruit 
survey by the American Pomological 
Society, the budwood certification 
program and soil conservation. Mr. 
Iigenfritz and A. A. N. President 
Richard Jones had presented this in- 
formation at the convention of the 
Illinois State Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion earlier in the month, and it is 
related in detail in the February 1 
issue. A report on the midyear meet- 
ing of the A. A. N. executive com- 
mittee by Secretary Richard P. 
White is also contained in that issue. 

Mr. Jones was delayed en route to 
the convention when bad weather 
canceled out his flight at Indianapo- 
lis, and because he had to proceed to 
Grand Rapids by train, he did not ar- 
rive in time to appear on the Thurs- 
day morning program. He did speak 
at the Friday morning session, how- 
ever, and further described publicity 
program plans. Latest word from 
Secretary White was that, of the 
ninety members of the board of gov- 
ernors who are being polled for ap- 
proval or disapproval of the publicity 
plan, sixty-eight had returned their 
ballots at that date, sixty-six of which 
were in approval. Because this num- 
ber is a majority of the total votes, 
the plan will be undertaken. Secre- 
tary White also sent word that the 
quarantine bill had been introduced 
into the Senate. 


New Landscape Plants. 


Opening the afternoon session, Dr. 
L. C. Chadwick, of the department 
of horticulture of Ohio State Univer- 
sity, Columbus, gave an address on 
“New Varieties for Landscape 
Planters,” illustrated with colored 
slides. 

He did not think that Cornus mas 
was used as much as it should be, as 
he thought it a good background and 
border shrub. Although its fruit is

For small trees, the 
flowering crabs were recommended 
as the best group. 


Labor Relations. 


“Employer-employee Relation- 
ships” was the subject of a talk by 
Harry J. Kelley, manager of indus- 
trial relations, American Seating 
Co., Grand Rapids. To describe the 
labor situation of the past year, he 
illustrated with an incident from his 
own company. He said that it had 
had a net gain of fifty-one employees 
in 1946, but to show this gain it had 
been necessary to interview, screen 
and test 633 perasons. To maintain 
centralized control of its personnel, 
the company had had to spend $267 
per employee, or a total of $480,000 
for the year. In hiring help, he said 
the firm had used the United States 
Employment Service, now the state 
employment service, and found its 
service good, and a local employment 
agency. He said the latter proved 
more successful, as the local agency 
knew the specific requirements of the 
job to be filled and also knew more 
of the persons whom it referred to 
the company for employment. 

Mr. Kelley asked the nurserymen 
how much effort they put forth to 
find off-season jobs for their em 
ployees. He suggested that nursery 
men go directly to near-by industrial 
plants or to the local employment 
agencies and try to place these men 
for the time that they could not give 
them work. He stated that his firm 
had hired agricultural workers during 
their off season and had found them 
good workers, but knew that they 
preferred to go back to the agricul 
tural type of work. He pointed out 
that agricultural workers sought se 
curity, an interesting job, recognition 
and personal contact, most of which 
were more likely to be found in in 
dustry. 


Discussion of Nursery Problems. 


Concluding the afternoon's 
gram Avas on open discussion, 
Dr. L. C. Chadwick, Dr. H. B. 
Tukey, Prof. Ray Hutson and Prof. 
Roy Marshall as the board of experts. 

Asked what was the best method 
of propagating Cotoneaster multiflora 
cuttings, Dr. Chadwick said that 
softwood cuttings had given eighty 
to ninety per cent success. One nurs- 
eryman wondered how to handle 
plane tree seeds if he received them 
at this time of year, and Dr. Chad- 
wick recommended stratifying them 
in moist sand and peat and sowing 
them in the spring.

mercially known as vermiculite, over 
sand, Dr. Chadwick said that the ver- 
miculite gave fine results. One should 
keep in mind, however, that a fairly 
grade must be used. There 
are five grades available, from the 
coarse poultry-litter type to a fine 
grade. No. 1, the insulation grade. 
and the No. 2, the horticultural 
grade, are the two best grades for 
propagation purposes. Some of the 
insulation grade is treated for water- 
proofing and should not be used for 
horticultural purposes. 

Professor Hutson was asked how 
to eradicate borer on lilac growing in 
sandy loam. He recommended a dor- 


coarse 


mant spray of summer oil, sodium 
arsenate and water. Injections of 
paradichlorobenzene or of carbon 


bisulphate into the burls in the dor- 
mant season are also of value. For 
taxus mealy bug he recommended a 
good contact spray, such as py- 
rethrum or Vapotone. For the pine 
shoot moth on Mugho pine he ad- 
vised Black Leaf 155, containing 
seventeen per cent DDT. It is a nico 
tine compound and has a residual ef 
fect of ten to twelve days. Spraying 
should be done about the middle part 
of June, and two sprayings should 
follow the initial one at 2-week inter- 
vals. A quart of summer oil as a 
sticker or spreader should be used 

Asked what were the most success- 
ful varieties of apple on Malling IX, 
Dr. Tukey said that varieties of me 
dium to good vigor did best, such as 
Grimes Golden, Jonathan, Baldwin, 
Wagener, Delicious and Northern 
Spy. and that Coxe Orange was the 
best of them all. He said that while 
prices for dwarf stocks are high, ev 
erything and anything are being sold 
for dwarf stocks: so there is a need for 
certified rootstocks. Questioned as 
to the advantage of Mazzard over 
Mahaleb rootstocks for cherry, Dr. 
Tukey gave his opinion that Mazzard 
had a vigorous root system and gave 
a large, long-lived tree on good soil, 
especially for sweet cherry, and that 
Mahaleb was hardier to winter cold, 
but did not give such long-lived 
tree. 

Dr. Roy Marshall told of the frost 
machine being developed by the 
Michigan experiment station in co 
operation with various industries. It 
uses the principle of radiant heat and 
will be tested in Michigan later this 
year.

Year-around Spray Program. 


Opening the program Friday 
morning with a talk on “Around-the- 
year Nursery Spraying Program,” 
Prof. Ray Hutson, head of the de- 
partment of entomology, Michigan 
State College, said that nursery 
spraying should be a routine propo- 
sition, not an emergency measure. 
He illustrated with a spray schedule 
for deciduous stock. To combat 
aphis, scales, tree hoppers, red mite 
and psylla, use a four per cent oil or 
four per cent taro derivative during 
the dormant period. Any plant with 
large leaf scars, such as ash, is dam- 
aged by oil, and DN should be used 
instead. 

For chewing insects and leaf spots, 
a first foliage spray, when the leaves 
are '4 inch long, of lead arsenate or 
DDT with copper is advisable. Lead 
arsenate is good for leaf-feeding in- 
sects, because with the addition of a 
quart of oil as a sticker, lead arsenate 
outlasts other materials on foliage. 
DDT can also be used, but should be 
used before or after the blooming 
period. The copper used with DDT 
can be either a weak Bordeaux or a 
proprietary copper. A second foliage 
spray ten days later and a third foli- 
age spray ten days after the second 
spraying will usually take care of 
troubles on deciduous stock. 

Several new insecticides and fungi- 
cides were described by Professor 
Hutson. From Germany has come 
HETP, which is sold as a 50 per cent 
solution of chemical and is miscible 
in water. It mixes with oil and wet- 
table sulphur, is a powerful contact 
spray and is effective on mites and 
some types of aphis. So far it has 
not been found to damage nursery 
stock. However, it should not be in- 
haled nor allowed to touch the body.

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Another insecticide showing great 
promise is HCCH, but in its present 
form it is extremely foul smelling 
Its residual effect is too short to re- 
place DDT in effectiveness. HCCH 
is not effective on mites, but it kills 
wireworms, grasshoppers and plum 
curculios. It gives a fumigating effect 
to the soil and is disked into the soil 
in dust form at the rate of one and 
one-half pounds per acre.
